1. SUMMARY. PROF. POPOV AND HIS PARTY SPENT A FULLY 
PROGROAMMED, TIGHTLY ORGANIZED. ELEVEN DAYS MEETING WITH 
SENIOR CORPORATE OFFICIALS THROUGHOUT THE U.S. SUPPORTED 
BY A STAFF OF WHAT U.S. COMPANIES CHARACTERIZED AS HIGHLY 
COMPETENT PROFESSIONALS AND TECHNICIANS, PROF. POPOV 
RAISED SPECIFIC SALES, INDUSTRIAL COOPERATION, AND/OR LICENSING 
PROJECTS WITH EACH OF THE COMPANIES HE VISITED. U.S. 

CORPORATE REACTION WAS GENERALLY ONE OF STRONG INTEREST. 
ALTHOUGH IN SEVERAL CASES THE LARGE SCALE NATURE OF 
BULGARIA'S INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT PROJECTS WERE CLOSELY
